In good times we should prepare 
oui selves, so that when hard times 
come we may find ourselves able to 
go through the troublous times.

Sanitary Inspector VV. J. Emery, of 
Oklahoma City, with headq arter* in 
Shawnee, swooped down uj»on Mus­ 
kogee Wednesday morning and there 
is widespread consternation as a re­ 
sult of his visit. 
He closed up one local bakery, and 
putting a lock on its doors stuck the 
key into his pocket. He has made a 
partial report on the unsanitary con­ 
ditions which he found there and 
which caused him to adopt such dras­ 
tic measures.
